W ashington, M arch 20.—T h e senate 
w ent on r<*:ord ag a in st a constitu­ 
tional am en d m en t for equal suffrage. 
The vote was 35 to 34 in favor of the 
resolution, but as tw o-third? w ere re 
quired to pass th e resolution the vice 
president announced it had failed to 
carry. 
This defeat is th e h ard e st blow the 
equal suffrage advocates have receiv­ 
ed in th e ir cam paign to force congress 
to act favorably on the equal suffrage 
question. 
Ju st before th e final vote on the res­ 
olution proper tw o test votes were 
taken on am en d m e n ts restricting suf­ 
frage to w hite citizens. S enator Var 
d am a n ’s resolution repealing the con­ 
stitutional 
am en d m en t enfranchising 
negroes was lost by a vote cl 48 to 19. 
An am en d m e n t offered by Senator 
W illiam s, of Mississippi, restricting 
wom an suffrage to w hite women wa? 
lost by a vote of 44 to 21. 
A nnouncem ent was m ade for Bena 
tor Root that if p resen t be would have 
voted ag a in st tho resolution. 
A like 
ann o u n cem en t was m ade for S enator 
I all, of New Mexico, 
and 
S enator 
Saulsbury, of D elaw are, and S enator 
P ip p in , of Rhode Island, announced 
th at if he had not been 
paired he 
would vote ag ain st th e resolution. 
S en ato r Chilton, of W est Virginia, 
on the other hand, stated th at if 'in- 
paired lie would vote for the resolu­ 
tion.

der, and was finally cut off entirely by 
a m otion from S en ato r H oke Sm ith to 
go into executive session. 
Mrs. Medill M cCorm ick, a daughter 
of th e late 
S en ato r H anna, who Is 
chairm an of the suffragists’ congres­ 
sional com m ittee, issued 
this sta te­ 
m ent; 
"F o r tile first tim e in fifty years tho 
women of A m erica dem o n strated their 
im pression upon the U nited 
S tates 
sen ate as shown by a m ajority vote 
upon the question of nation wide auf 
frage for women. It is the sign of the 
tim es, and it po rten d s th a t all w om an­ 
hood in this country wilt he em an ci­ 
pated w ithin this generation, 
"Suffrage se n tim en t In the sen ate is 
sirring enough to w arran t us in ren e w ­ 
ing our efforts to secure national legis­ 
lation, and the am en d m en t proposed 
by S enator Shafroth will m eet many 
of the objections raised during the de 
hate, and the cause of suffrage will 
be far advanced if he can secure fa 
vorable action on this resolution d u r­ 
ing the present session.”

Again Challenges Liberals to Go to 


Country on the Home Rule For Ire­ 


land Issue. 


London, March 20.-- The Irish home 
rule controversy was punctuated by a 
sensational debate in tho house of 
commons on a proposed vote of (en­ 
sure directed against the government. 
The vote of censure on the British 
government was moved in the house 
of commons by Andrew Bonar Law, 
leader of tho opposition. 
It was based on Premier Asquith’s 
refusal on Monday to give details of 
the scheme o*’ local option by which 
the nine counties of I Inter would be 
perm uted to vote separately on the 
question of the new Irish 
govern­ 
ment. 
Tile leader of the opposition offered 
to give a guarantee that if the gov- 
< i ament would take a referendum of 
tile United Kingdom on the home rule 
bill and the local option proposal the 
Unionists both iii the house of lord* 
and in the house of commons would 
place no impediment in the way oJ 
carrying out the will of the people. 
When Premier Asquith arose to de 
lend the government's Irish policy he 
was 
enthusiastically 
received. 
The 
cheers of the lib e ra ls and Irish Na­ 
tionalists drowned the hoots of the op 
position. 
The premier looked coldly upon tilt 
proposition of a referendum. He said 
he would not go farther than to say 
the government took note of it. “The 
government,” he said, "does not re 
cede from its proposals, under which 
there would be no coerc ion of Ulster 
The scheme gives a six years’ trial 
of home rule before there would bt 
any utPMiipt to bring l ister under Its 
provisions.” 
Sir Rd ward Carson followed Pre 
ruler Asquith. The Ulster leafier work 
cd himself 'into an excited frame cif 
mind. “ If the government’s proposals 
arc final, there Is nothing further for 
mc to do in the commons,” said he 
“ lf I ain a conspirator let the govern 
men I try me on this Issue. The present 
government Is one of cowards. It has 
refuse I to consult the people. I could 
not ask for better conditions under 
which to c arry out the policy to which 
U lster has been driven " 
Joseph Devlin, a leader of the Irish 
Nationalists, leaped to his feet and 
began a review of 81r Edward Crt 
son’s political career, mainly his earl 
ier associations with the home rule 
bill. 
In the midst of the accusation* 
Sir Edward jumped upon a bench and 
shrieked: 
"Those are infamous lie 
aud you know it," 
Liberals. Irish Nationalists and Un 
hmists joined iu the verbal fray, al! 
shouting and screening epithets. The 
speaker pounded with his gavel for 
more than five minutes before the 
noise teased. 
The Ulster Unionist was told that 
he must withdraw Ids statement or 
apologize to Devlin. Sir Edward there­ 
upon withdrew the phrase “Infamous 
lie" ami substituted instead "wilful 
falsehood." 
Dcvltn then proceeded 
with 
hi* 
speech, which was concerned wholly 
with ('urson‘s political career. 
Suddenly Sir Edward left his seat 
and hurried from the room, deserting 
the cp position at the height of Its bat 
(Ie for a vote of censure against the 
government. As .-Mr Edward passel 
out all the 
Unionists in commons 
stood up and cheered w’ildly. 
Sir Rd 
ward lett London, .saying he was going 
Lo Belfast. 
The Globe newspaper published a 
reiH*rt that warrants had been signed 
fqr the arrest of Sir Edward ('arson 
and other Ulster leaders. An official 
denial of such a move wa* promptly 
forthcoming. The r* port caused con 
siderabie excitement until the denial 
came. 
The rumors of im (lending arrests 
naturally stirred political circles gen 
orally, and though it was regarded a** 
an extremely unlikely move for the 
government to make at this stage ot 
Irish 
affairs, 
it 
caused 
a 
passing 
flurry.
